The Tennessee Belongs To The

Guage Here Showing 
21.9 Feet, Say the 
Observers 


TEMPERATURE IS 
ON DOWN GRADE 
Flood Is Not Likely 
To Reach Record 
Made Formerly 


Tennessee river at Albany-De- 
catur is rising again today and 
fa expected to reach a guage of 
28.9 feet, according to word re­ 
ceived from Mrs. A. H. Irons, gov­ 
ernment observer. Warnings have 
been received from Chattanooga 
telling of a two-foot rise to be ex­ 
pected here, the crest to be reached 
Thursday. 
Guage readings Wre early today 
showed the river at 21.9 feet and 
still rising. “The highest records 
ever 
reached 
here,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Irons, “were around 24 or 25 feet 
though 
I do not 
remember the 
year.” The river is not expected 
to reach that height this year, tho 
the giant stream already has flood­ 
ed all stream country bordering 
the shores and cause considerable 
property damage in back water 
areas. 
According 
to 
word 
received 
Chattanooga, people in the river 
areas of that city are being warn­ 
ed to l^ave at onee. The river at 
that point will go to 41 feet. All 
people residing in the area below 
that mark have been warned to 
move at one. 
Falling temperatures here indi­ 
cated that the rainfall, which had 
reached 13.5 inches since last Fri­ 
day, had halted at least tempor­ 
arily. Only alight rains fell in Al­ 
bany-Decatur 
on 
Tuesday, 
and 
with the thermometer standing at 
a maximum 
of 49 
degrees this 
morning 
opinions 
are expressed 
that the rains are stopped. 
The 
night temperature stood at 33 de­ 
grees. 
No indication has yet been given 
as to when ferry service may be 
restored, possibly not until Satur­ 
day, or even the first of next week, 
when it is anticipated that the riv­ 
er will have fallen sufficiently to 
allow landings on the Morgan and 
Limstone sides of the stream.

“I believe that Wilson Dam be­ 
longs at teeat in part to the State 
of Alabama,” he said. “I am con­ 
vinced that the bed of the Ten­ 
nessee river, on which this dam 
is built, is the property of the 
state. I have not found that any 
steps wore ever taken to divest 
the state of its title to the land 
on which the dam is built.” 
Prior to Colonel Grave’s address, 
the house had passed second read­ 
ing of the administratoionV bills 
for a $25,000,000 highway bond is­ 
sue and two cent additional gaso­ 
line tax. First reading of the bond 
issue bill had passed the senate. 
Colonel Graves continued: “The 
state, as well as the nation has 
rights, both legal and ethical in 
Muscle Shoals power and in Wil 
son Dam,” he said,

sovereignty 
should re 
spoet every 
right of the other.

destruction in the lower basin. The 
unusually heavy radns will add to 
the force of the flood, they be­ 
lieve.

Several cities have issued ap­ 
peals for funds with which to car­ 
ry on relief. Nashville, the most 
severely hit of anjr city in the 
flooded area had more than 4,(MW 
homeless, with the crest on the 
Cumberland river not yet reach­ 
ed. The flood there was said to 
be the worst since 1882. Because 
of inability of observers to reach 
the regular guage, an improvisad 
guage had been established in one 
of the flood streets. No death had 
been reported there, but relief work 
will be hampered unless $5,000 is 
given for the sufferer». 
Highway traffic in the flooded 
areas is pratically at a standstill. 
Warnings are being issued in some 
cities cautioning motorists. Dam­ 
age to hghwaya in the South has 
been estimated in the millions of 
dollars. 
Arkansas, which reported first 
serious damage from the flood, 
was beginning to get back to nor­ 
malcy last 
night and 
today the 
work of reclamation of highways 
was getting underway. Six of the 
known dead perished in Arkansas. 
Mississippi, where five deaths 
were attributed to the flood, had
